WILL DISFRANCHISE MANY, 


A Peculiar Registration Law in the State 


of Maryland. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 4.—The political situ- 


ation in Maryland is curious. The legis- 
Inture of the Btite recently passed a regis- 
tration law which disfranchises a large 
portion of the population, a« it provides 
that no man shall be a legal resident un- 
less he sleeps within the limits of the 
state every night for six mouths before 
the November election. Therefore a citi- 
zen of Maryland, no matter what the 
reason may be for his temporary depart- 
ure or how short his absence, it he makes 
his abode and habitation for a single 
night outside of the state, Is in danger of 
losing his right of suffrage, unless within 
thirty days after the pasinge of the act, 
•which was approved in April last, he 
made affidavit In person before the clerk 
of the circuit court that he was compelled 
to absent himself from his regular resi- 
dence and intended to return. 


Those Who Will Be Affected. 


By this act Maryland has deprived of 


the right of suffrage all her sons who 
travel outride the limits of the state be- 
tween May and November, all who go to 
summer resorts, al! who sleep one night 
in New York, P/iihidelphia or Washing- 
ton, all her soldiers and sailors, all her 
appointees in the foreign service of the 
federal government, and her senators 
and representatives as well.

Some cniloslty has been oieltedbythe 


flat tiles that have been piled up with other 
building material to be nsed In the Presby- 
terian church. Aa inquiry addressed to 
Architect It. F. Starbuck on the subject, 
elicited this reply: "Well, that Is some- 
thing new. That is an Idea of mine, one 
of the few that 1 have originated. I think 
we will have there one of the beat founda- 
tions ever made. You have noticed that 
often the walls of brick and stone buildings 
will appear to be crumbling a foot or two 
above the ground. They are In fact disin- 
tegrating, toe cause being the moisture that 
soaks up from the ground. The walls are 
really saturated wl'H water. Now these 
tiles will DO put around the outside of the 
foundation, from the bottom stone up to 
the grade level. They will be close together, 
forming a continuous covering around the 
outside of the foundation. The tiles will 
be bedded In cement and one foot of broken 
stone will be filled In outside of them, so 
that the black earth cannot get with a foot 
and three or four Inches of the walls. It 
will be a perfectly dry foundation, without 
any moisture to soak into the cellar or to 
be absorbed by the stones. The tiles carry 
the surface water off to the sewer, and It U 
not allowed to stand against the wall. 
Practically the same result is attained at 
the Episcopal church, because we have 
filled In the outside of the foundation 
there with a foot or more of broken stone 
and cement. 


"The foundation of the 
Presbyterian 


church hag been laid with unusual care. 
First a footing of concrete 
mode of 


gravel and cement, four or five feet wldd, 
was laid. That serves to makes a solid 
bed for the walls, and prevents them slip- 
ping. The walls were built of stone laid 
in half cement mortar."
